WHEREAS, Section 8 of House Bill 500, enacted by the 47th 
Legislature and signed by me into law on May 21, 1981, specifically states 
as follows: 


“Section 8. Other appropriated funds. Unless otherwise indicated 
herein, the appropriations made under the column heading ‘Other 
Appropriated Funds” are from funds within the earmarked revenue 
fund, the federal and private revenue fund, or the revolving fund that 
accrue under provisions of law to the expending agency. Any federal 
funds received by or allocated to the State of Montana prior to Janu- 





ary 3, 1983, as a block grant as defined by an Act of Congress enacted 


subsequent to April 1, 1981, and specifically designated as a block 
grant shall require a special session of the Legislature for appropria- 




















agencies and programs;” and 


WHEREAS, the 97th Congress has enacted the “(Omnibus Budget 
Reconciliation Act of 1981” (H.R. 3982), which establishes that the State 
of Montana will receive block grants prior to January 3, 1983; and

NOW, THEREFORE I, Ted Schwinden, Governor of the State of Mon- 
tana, pursuant to the authority vested in me by the Constitution of the 
State of Montana, do hereby convene the 47th legislative assembly in spe- 
cial session in the Capitol Building, in Helena, at the hour of 10:00 a.m., 
the 16th day of November, 1981, and hereby direct the special session of 
the 47th legislative assembly to consider the following subjects:

Appropriations to state agencies and programs of any federal funds 
received by or allocated to the State of Montana as a block grant.

WHEREAS, a Call to the 47th Legislature for a Special Session was pro- 
claimed by me on October 29, 1981; and 


WHEREAS, the 97th Congress has enacted the “Omnibus Budget 
Reconciliation Act of 1981” (H.R. 3982), which has reduced the obligation 
authority for federal aid to highways; and 


WHEREAS, further federal aid reductions proposed by President 
Reagan are now pending before Congress; and 


WHEREAS, federal obligations for Montana Highways in 1982 will be 
reduced 30% below the average received over the past five years; and 


WHEREAS, many previously planned highway projects will be delayed 
or eliminated because of federal aid reductions; and 


WHEREAS, there is an accelerating deterioration of Montana’s highway 
system and a resulting need for reconstruction of the state primary and 
secondary highways; and 


WHEREAS, Montana currently has 474 critically deficient miles of pri- 
mary highway which will increase to 529 miles within the next five years 
unless action is taken; and 


WHEREAS, The Highway Earmarked Revenue Fund expenditures con- 
tinue in excess of income and therefore cannot sustain the basic highway 
services now provided; and 
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WHEREAS, there is a need for immediate action; and 


WHEREAS, the consideration of Montana highway projects and recon- 
struction before the special session of the 47th Legislature is in the public 
interest of all Montanans, 


NOW THEREFORE I, Ted Schwinden, Governor of the State of Mon- 
tana, having called the 47th Legislature into special session in the Capitol, 
at the hour of 10:00 a.m., the 16th day of November, 1981, hereby direct 
the special session of the 47th Legislature to also consider the following 
subject: 


1. Replacement of highway funds lost through reductions in federal aid 
and additional funding for a reconstruction program for Montana’s 
primary and secondary highways.

STATEMENT OF INTENT 
SENATE BILL 4 (SSD) 


A statement of intent is necessary for this bill because sections 1 and 2 
grant rulemaking authority to the department of social and rehabilitation 
services. 

The department is to make rules defining reasonable and necessary 
expenses of a county poor fund for state participation. The rules are 
expected to be guidelines that adequately forewarn counties as to the 
expenses that they can reasonably expect to be recognized by the state, yet 
not restrict a county’s ability to locally operate its assistance program 
except insofar as a legitimate state interest is involved because of state 
financial participation. 

The department may also adopt guidelines for state approval of work 
programs. It is preferred that the department will establish minimum and 
perhaps maximum standards allowing a county latitude in formulating a 
meaningful work program based upon its caseload and geographical loca- 
tion. The county plan adopted with these guidelines would then be subject 
to department approval. — 

Because of the uniqueness of this act, the department may adopt rules 
governing the administration of the state participation. Such matters as 
county reporting, methods of application, manner of reimbursement, and 
other matters which if properly addressed by rule will prevent repetitious 
ad hoc decisions relating to different counties and, within the bounds of 
law, to provide simple and economical administration of state participation 
to encourage county work programs.

In exercising the constitutional powers granted me as Governor by Arti- 
cle VI, Section 10(5) of the Constitution of the State of Montana, I hereby 
veto the following items in House Bill Number 2, “AN ACT TO AMEND 
HOUSE BILL NUMBER 500, LAWS OF 1981, TO APPROPRIATE

Any new 
block grants established by the Congress will not be effective until the fed- 
eral fiscal year beginning October 1, 1982. With this restrictive language 
removed from House Bill No. 2, state government can operate until Janu- 
ary 1983 without the cost of additional special sessions.

Unless otherwise indicated 
herein, the appropriations made under the column heading “Other 
Appropriated Funds” are from funds within the earmarked revenue 
fund, the federal and private revenue fund, or the revolving fund that 
accrue under provisions of law to the expending agency. Any federal

WHEREAS, certain statutes must be amended in order to reflect neces- 
sary program changes resulting from budget modifications; and 


WHEREAS, a special session is in the public interest of all Montanans. 


NOW, THEREFORE I, Ted Schwinden, Governor of the State of Mon- 
tana, pursuant to the authority vested in me by the Constitution of the 
State of Montana, do hereby convene the 47th legislative assembly in spe- 
cial session in the Capitol Building, in Helena, at the hour of 10:00 a.m., 
the 16th day of November, 1981, and hereby direct the special session of 
the 47th legislative assembly to consider the following subjects: 


1. Appropriations to state agencies and programs of any federal funds 
received by or allocated to the State of Montana as a block grant. 
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2. Amendments to the “General Appropriations Act of 1981” (House 
Bill 500), in order to appropriate and authorize the expenditure of funds 
as requested in the Governor’s Revised Budget for state fiscal years 1982 
and 1983. 


3. Amendments, repealers or new sections to existing statutes, in the 
titles and chapters listed below, so that program changes resulting from 
budget modifications can be made: 


Title 39, Chapter 51, MCA 

Title 40, Chapter 6, MCA 

Title 41, Chapter 3, MCA 

Title 50, Chapter 5, MCA 

Title 53, Chapters 2, 3, 4, and 6, MCA

After being presented to the members of both houses by the President 
of the Senate, Governor Schwinden delivered the following address: 


STATE OF THE STATE MESSAGE 
GOVERNOR TED SCHWINDEN 
Special Session of the 
Forty-Seventh Legislative Assembly 


November 16,1981 


Mr. President, Mr. Speaker, members of this special session of the Mon- 
tana Legislature and people of Montana. We are here today because the 
Forty-Seventh Legislature mandated a special session in order to allocate 
block grant funds. That decision left no doubt that the Legislature 
intended to take an active role in allocating federal block grant dollars. 
Now the people of the state must be assured that the Legislature will play 
a responsible role in setting public policy for Montana, because that is the 
ultimate test of federalism. And federalism is the name of the game in 
1981. 


U.S. governors have proposed and actively supported the development of 
a ‘““New Federalism” in America. Sorting out the respective responsibilities 
of federal and state governments would improve the efficiency and 
responsiveness of government programs at both levels. However, the “New 
Federalism” that has emerged from Washington this year has not been a 
sorting, but a shifting — a shifting of new responsibilities from federal to 
state and local governments. The states asked for a new federalism — 
what we got was the old paternalism, and, in Montana, $90 million fewer 
federal dollars. 
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This week we must act on reality, not expectations. And our task, shared 
by all the states, is not an easy one. Recently, Ed Bethune, a Republican 
Congressman from Arkansas, characterized the new federal-state fiscal 
relationship as “a wrenching transition.” I agree. Washington has given us 
the problems, but not the tools, to make the American political and eco- 
nomic machine work well again. 


Just two weeks ago, Republican Governor Richard Snelling of Vermont, 
Chairman of the National Governors’ Association, carried a clear message 
to the President and the Congress: no more domestic budget cuts until 
agreement is reached on the sorting out of responsibilities and funding. 
Recently, nine western governors passed a bi-partisan resolution endorsing 
that position. The New Federalism, after all, must be more than a whole- 
sale turnover of federal program responsibilities to the states, with less 
money to handle programs, but with the same old strings attached. 


For years, Uncle Sam has become increasingly involved in state 
problems because the states have been unwilling to accept responsibility 
for them. Consequently, federal pre-emption has grown by leaps and 
bounds. If we take the attitude that the federal cuts are merely programs 
to be rid of and problems to be forgotten, we invite history to repeat itself. 
The New Federalism will not work if we encourage the federal government 
once again to solve our problems from its distorted perspective on the 
Potomac. Our challenge and our responsibility as a state is to decide which 
programs are essential to Montanans and to fund them in the most cost- 
effective manner. 


What does the President’s version of the New Federalism mean to Mon- 
tana? It means few choices, but tough decisions. 


Democratic and Republican governors have joined together to assert the 
need for a genuine federalism. Democratic and Republican legislators must 
work together to make decisions in the best interests of Montana. We do 
face tough decisions, but they are decisions that can and must be made 
here and now. I do not intend to call another special session to deal with 
problems that can be solved this week. 


I have asked the Legislature to address three areas where federal fund- 
ing decisions will severely impact Montana people. 


First, we must address the needs of disadvantaged Montanans. We are 
not simply asking for state dollars to replace federal dollars. In fact, the 
Executive Budget request reflects a reduction of more than $18 million 
from the human services budget approved by the Legislature last spring. 
The Executive Budget does ask for $16 million to partially offset federal 
reductions in essential “people programs” at both the state and local 
levels. We also have asked for a $5 million contingency to mitigate addi- 
tional impacts if the second round of budget cuts becomes reality next 
year. Because of the state’s healthy fiscal condition, the money requested 
for people programs can be absorbed by the General Fund. Failure to 
respond to executive initiatives on Medicaid and programs for the develop- 
mentally disabled would have unthinkable consequences for those 
Montanans least capable of caring for themselves. 


Second, we must assure that local governments do not bear the brunt of 
federal funding cutbacks. More than half of the $16 million we have 
requested is to provide a basic safety net for Montana counties. Failure to 
adequately respond to this request will have severe consequences for both 
property taxpayers and the basic services to the elderly and the develop- 
mentally disabled. 
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Third, we must take immediate action to reverse the years of neglect 
suffered by our highway system. Good highways are absolutely essential to 
Montana’s economic well-being. 


Last March, I asked the 47th Legislature to face up to our highway 
problems and establish a reconstruction program from the coal tax trust 
fund interest to finance Montana’s primary and secondary systems. The 
Legislature rejected my proposal. During the last ten months, federal fund- 
ing cutbacks have made the highway funding picture even bleaker. In the 
current fiscal year, Montana expects to receive some $68 million in federal 
funds, compared to $87.7 million last year and an average of $97.7 million 
during the last five years. 


My recommendation that the special session consider increasing fuel 
taxes to raise $40 million by the end of this biennium is not made lightly. 
Conventional political wisdom has held that tax increases are poor politics, 
but according to a recent poll, two out of three Montanans agree with me 
that adequately funding our highways is sound economics — now and in 
the future. If we don’t act now, the bill will just get bigger. I am expanding 
the session call today to include consideration of additional highway fund- 
ing. It’s high time — no, it’s past time — we reversed the years of neglect 
that have brought our highways to the condition they are in today. 


I would hope, and expect, that Montana will set an example for other 
states in our handling of these tough decisions. I would hope, and expect, 
that the Executive and Legislative branches will rise above partisan poli- 
tics in order to resolve the problems that face us. This Legislature, and 
particularly the Republican majority, has the opportunity to make the 
President’s program work by shaping it to meet Montana’s needs. 
Together, we have the opportunity to define state programs, and set Mon- 
tana priorities to meet “people needs.” 


Finally, because we anticipate additional federal cuts in the next year, 
the Legislature must give the Executive branch the flexibility to address 
those federal budget modifications without the expense of another special 
session. Such flexibility requires only legislative authorization to stage an 
orderly reduction of programs; it does not authorize expenditures beyond 
the executive budget proposals. 


Months from now, I hope that the public memory of this special session 
is one of timely and responsible action. If it is not, the New Federalism 
will have failed its first test in Montana.

Message to the Special Session 
of the 47th Legislature 


WHEREAS, Article V, Section 6, of the Constitution of the State of 
Montana provides that the legislature may be convened in special sessions 
by the governor; and 


WHEREAS, Article VI, Section 11, of the Constitution of the State of 
Montana also provides that whenever the governor considers it in the 
public interest, he may convene the legislature; and 


WHEREAS, a Call to the 47th Legislature for a Special Session was pro- 
claimed by me on October 29, 1981; and 
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WHEREAS, the 97th Congress has enacted the ‘Omnibus Budget 
Reconciliation Act of 1981” (H.R. 3982), which has reduced the obligation 
authority for federal aid to highways; and 


WHEREAS, further federal aid reductions proposed by President 
Reagan are now pending before Congress; and 


WHEREAS, federal obligations for Montana Highways in 1982 will be 
reduced 30% below the average received over the past five years; and 


WHEREAS, many previously planned highway projects will be delayed 
or eliminated because of federal aid reductions; and 


WHEREAS, there is an accelerating deterioration of Montana’s highway 
system and a resulting need for reconstruction of the state primary and 
secondary highways; and 


WHEREAS, Montana currently has 474 critically deficient miles of pri- 
mary highway which will increase to 529 miles within the next five years 
unless action is taken; and 


WHEREAS, The Highway Earmarked Revenue Fund expenditures con- 
tinue in excess of income and therefore cannot sustain the basic highway 
services now provided; and 


WHEREAS, there is a need for immediate action; and 


WHEREAS, the consideration of Montana highway projects and recon- 
struction before the special session of the 47th Legislature is in the public 
interest of all Montanans, 


NOW THEREFORE I, Ted Schwinden, Governor of the State of Mon- 
tana, having called the 47th Legislature into special session in the Capitol, 
at the hour of 10:00 a.m., the 16th day of November, 1981, hereby direct 
Bue special session of the 47th Legislature to also consider the following 
subject: 


1. Replacement of highway funds lost through reductions in federal aid 
and additional funding for a reconstruction program for Montanan’s pri- 
mary and secondary highways.

HB 2, introduced bill, be amended as follows: 


‘1. Pages 1 through 34. 

Strike: everything following the enacting clause 

Insert: “Section 1. Short title. This act may be cited as the “Gen- 
eral Appropriations Act of 1981”. 


Section 2. Definitions. For the purposes of this act, unless other- 
wise stated, the following definitions apply: 


(1) “Agency” means each state office, department, division, board, 
commission, council, committee, institution, university unit, or other 
entity or instrumentality of the executive branch, office of the judi- 
cial branch, or office of the legislative branch of state government. 


(2) “Approving authority’’ means the governor or his designated 
representative for executive branch agencies; the chief justice of the 
supreme court for judicial branch agencies; appropriate legislative 
committees for legislative branch agencies; or the board of regents 
for the university system. 


(3) “University system unit” means the board of regents, office of 
the commissioner of higher education, the university of Montana at 
Missoula, Montana state university at Bozeman, Montana college of 
mineral science and technology at Butte, eastern Montana college at 
Billings, northern Montana college at Havre, western Montana col- 
lege at Dillon, the agricultural experiment station with central offi- 
ces at Bozeman, the forestry and conservation experiment station 
with central offices at Missoula, the cooperative extension service 
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with central office at Bozeman, or the bureau of mines and geology 
with central office at Butte. 


Section 3. Budget amendments. (1) The approving authority may 
approve a budget amendment to spend funds that were not avail- 
able for consideration by the legislature but have become available 
from a source other than the state’s general fund or earmarked reve- 
nue fund and other than receipts to the state from the United 
States government made available under provisions of P.L. 94-488, 
the federal Revenue Sharing Extension Act or any extension or 
modification of that act. Each budget amendment shall be submit- 
ted to the budget director and the office of legislative fiscal analyst. 


(2) A budget amendment may be approved to spend money in the 
earmarked revenue fund only if the approving authority certifies 
that an emergency justifies the expenditure. 


(3) A budget amendment may be approved for a time period 
greater than one fiscal year but not to exceed the biennium ending 
June 30, 1983. Budget amendments for greater than one fiscal year 
shall itemize planned expenditures by fiscal year. 


Section 4. Amendment procedures. (1) In approving a budget 
amendment, the approving authority shall: 


(a) certify specific additional services to be provided as a result of 
a higher expenditure level; 


(b) certify that no other alternative is available to provide the 
additional services; 


(c) certify that the additional proposed services have not been con- 
sidered and rejected by the legislature; 


(d) certify that no commitment, implied or otherwise, is made for 
increased future general fund support; 


(e) specify criteria for evaluating the effectiveness of the additional 
services provided. 


(2) The additional funds are appropriated contingent upon total 
compliance with all budget amendment procedures. 


Section 5. Budget requests. Sufficient funds are appropriated in 
this act to enable each agency to submit its 1985 biennium budget 
request to the budget director and the legislative fiscal analyst pur- 
suant to the time schedule established in 17-7-112(1). If any agency 
fails to submit its final, complete budget request by the deadlines 
established in 17-7-112(1), the expenditure authority herein granted 
shall be reduced or rescinded by the budget director unless the 
agency director certifies that an emergency situation has precluded 
a timely budget presentation and the budget director approves an 
extension not to exceed 30 days. | 


Section 6. Detailed budget information. Within 10 days after the 
48th legislature convenes in regular session, the budget director and 
the legislative fiscal analyst shall mutually exchange expenditure 
recommendations by object of expenditure to the second level of 
detail and by funding source detailed by treasury fund. This infor- 
mation shall be filed in the respective offices and available to mem- 
bers of the legislature and the general public. 


Section 7. Expenditure limit. Expenditures may not exceed appro- 
priations. 
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Section 8. Other appropriated funds. Unless otherwise indicated 
herein, the appropriations made under the column heading “Other 
Appropriated Funds” are from funds within the earmarked revenue 
fund, the federal and private revenue fund, or the revolving fund 
that accrue under provisions of law to the expending agency. Any 
federal funds received by or allocated to the state of Montana prior 
to January 3, 1983, as a block grant as defined by an act of congress 
enacted subsequent to April 1, 1981, and specifically designated as 
a block grant shall require a special session of the legislature for 
appropriation by the legislature prior to distribution of these funds 
among agencies and programs. 


Section 9. Operating budgets. Expenditures may be made only in 
accordance with operating budgets approved by the approving 
authority. The respective appropriations are contingent upon 
approval of the operating budget by July 1 of each fiscal year. Each 
operating budget shall include expenditures for each agency 
program detailed at least by personal services, operating expenses, 
equipment, benefits and claims, transfers, and local assistance. 


Section 10. Access to records. No funds appropriated by this act 
may be expended for any contract, written or oral, for services with 
a nonstate entity for services to be provided by the nonstate entity 
to members of the public on behalf of the state unless such contract 
contains a provision allowing access to those records of the nonstate 
entity as may be necessary for legislative audit and analysis 
purposes in determining compliance with the terms of the contract. 
Each such contract may be unilaterally terminated by the state, and 
each contract shall so provide upon refusal of the nonstate entity to 
allow access to records necessary to carry out the legislative audit 
and analysis functions set out in Title 5, chapters 12 and 13. 


Section 11. Reduction of appropriation. In the event of a shortfall 
in revenue, the governor may reduce any appropriation by not more 
than 15% except appropriations for: 


(1) payment of interest and retirement of state debt; 

(2) the legislative branch; 

(3) the judicial branch; 

(4) public schools; or 

(5) salaries of elected officials during their term of office. 


Section 12. Severability. If any section, subsection, sentence, 
clause, or phrase of this act is for any reason held unconstitutional, 
such decision does not affect the validity of the remaining portions 
of this act. 


Section 13. Reversion. Notwithstanding other provisions of law, 
the unexpended balance of each appropriation reverts to the fund 
from which it was appropriated at the end of each fiscal year unless 
otherwise provided in this act. 


Section 14. Other funds to offset general fund. The approving 
authority shall decrease the general fund appropriation of the 
agency by the amount of funds received from other sources in excess 
of the appropriation provided in this act unless such action is 
expressly contrary to state or federal law, rule, or contract or the 
approving authority certifies that the services to be funded by the 
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additional funds are significantly different from those for which the 
agency has received an appropriation. 


Section 15. National conference of state legislatures. Agencies may 
participate in the activities and programs of the national conference 
of state legislatures within existing appropriations. 


Section 16. Coal tax trust income. Interest income from the coal 
tax constitutional trust fund established under Article IX, section 5 
of the Montana Constitution is hereby appropriated to the general 
fund for use during the biennium ending June 30, 1983. The portion 
of the general fund which represents this appropriation is appropri- 
ated to the school foundation program in HB 611 ($16,000,000), the 
long-range building bond proceeds and insurance clearance account 
in HB 666 or the highway earmarked revenue account ($16,469,324), 
and to the department of commerce in HB 500, items 4, 5, 6, and 
8 ($1,580,676). 


Section 17. Amounts appropriated for audits may be transferred 
between fiscal years. 


Section 18. Totals not appropriations. The totals shown in the act 
are for informational purposes only and are not appropriations.

The above agencies shall, by July 1 of each fiscal year, submit for 
the current unrestricted subfund a detailed list of all FTE, faculty 
positions, each individual salary, and total budgeted benefits. The 
list shall equal total compensation at 100% excluding critical area 
faculty salary adjustment funds appropriated in this act for personal 
services. This total compensation figure may not from any 
individual agency be 3.6% greater than the operating budget for 
personal services for such agency. The list shall have at least these 
sections. Section 1 shall detail the positions which are eligible for 
the contingency vacancy savings appropriation. Any salary increases 
granted after this list is submitted will not be reimbursed from the 
vacancy savings fund. Section 2 shall detail all other staff. Section 
3 shall detail by position the allocation of the critical area faculty 
salary adjustment funds. 


In the event any such request is submitted and the governor shall 
find that the requesting agency has satisfied all the requirements 
and conditions herein set forth, the governor may issue his approval 
for expenditure of the said contingency-vacancy funds. 


If the governor should determine, in his discretion, that any request- 
ing agency has not satisfied the conditions of item 12 relating to a 
request for a portion of this appropriation, he may deny such 
request and such denial shall constitute final agency action. 


Item 13 decreases in the amount of $6,193 the expenditure authority 


provided in subsection (3) of section 9, Chapter 421, Laws of 1981, 


as it relates to distribution to this agency.

The department of highways is directed to: 


(1) Develop and institute a comprehensive construction project 
planning system. This system will be operational no later than July 
1, 1985, and will be the basis for: 


(a) project scheduling; 

(b) project monitoring; 

(c) manpower planning; 

(d) work measurement and evaluation; 

(e) cash flow projections; 

(f) long- and short-range construction goals; and 

(g) budget preparation. 

(2) Utilize the partial funding method for construction projects. 


(3) Institute a cash forecasting system to minimize cash reserves. 
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(4) Maintain a surplus of completed construction plans in order to 
obligate and expend the maximum amount of federal dollars avail- 
able for construction during the biennium. 


(5) Submit to the 1983 legislature a construction work plan for the 
1985 biennium that is detailed by year, project phase, and fund. 
This work plan must specify, by road system or project area, pro- 
posed projects on which $1 million or more would be spent during 
the 1985 biennium and an aggregate cost for projects with 
anticipated expenditures of less than $1 million. Costs must be 
detailed by year, fund, and project phase. 


(6) Institute a maintenance management system for the 
maintenance division that incorporates equipment needs and usage. 
This system will be operational no later than July 1, 1985. 


(7) Conduct a thorough assessment of equipment needs based on 
maintenance needs by geographic area. 


(8) Submit to the 1983 legislature a maintenance work plan for all 
operational systems that ties directly to the maintenance division 
budget request for the 1985 biennium. 


(9) Report quarterly to the legislative finance committee regarding 
the progress of the above-mentioned items. 


Should additional federal money become available during the 1983 
biennium for highway construction, highway earmarked funds shall 
be budget amended to the extent of matching requirements. 


Earmarked revenue within the equipment division must be reduced 
dollar for dollar by revenue collected from the auction of equipment. 
This is contingent upon passage of SB 169. 


The Helena headquarters van pool project administered by the 
department of highways may continue in operation and is to be 
operated on a self-supporting basis. 


Funds may be transferred between line items 1, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, and 8 


to reflect actual personal service expense. No other transfers 
between line items may be made. This is not to be construed as per- 
mitting the transfer of full-time equivalent employees between pro- 
grams, nor may there be an increase in the total number of 
appropriated full-time equivalent employees. 


The conservation education program is funded. 


The maintenance division is directed to establish a separate revolv- 
ing account to reflect collections and expenditures related to dam- 
aged structures. One million dollars per year in highway earmarked 
funds will be replaced with revolving authority. 


Funds within item 2 may be used to purchase low-band radio equip- 
ment only in emergency situations and also may be used to purchase 
high-band radio equipment in pilot project areas determined by the 
department of administration.

Should the recovery services division return $1.05 in collections per 
$1.00 expended in 1982, the appropriation in item 4 may be 
increased a maximum of $16,000 from the general fund and $48,000 
in federal funds for fiscal 1983. 


Cash within the central supply revolving account at 1981 fiscal year 
end must be deposited to the general fund. Collections from liquida- 
tion of inventory during the 1983 biennium must also be deposited 
to the general fund. 


In addition to those amounts appropriated above, there are appro- 
priated to the liquor division funds necessary to maintain adequate 
inventories of liquor and wine and to operate the state liquor 
monopoly. The division shall deposit not less than $13 million of 
liquor profits to the general fund during the 1981 biennium. During 
the 1983 biennium, profits may not be less than 15% of net liquor 
sales and not less than $13 million.

The agency shall charge those divisions not supported by general 
fund for legal services provided by the attorney in the central office, 
and such income shall be deposited in the general fund. 


An additional accountant is provided in the architecture and engi- 
neering division for the 1983 biennium only. 


The architecture and engineering program is funded solely from the 
long-range building account. Any fund balance at the end of a fiscal 
year shall be reverted to the long-range building account. This pro- 
gram shall assess a 1% charge on the cost of construction funded 
from accounts other than the long-range building account at the 
time a contract is let and this revenue shall be deposited to the 
long-range building account.

F. HIGHER EDUCATION 


For units of the university system other than the office of the com- 
missioner of higher education, the appropriations made under the 
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column heading “Other Appropriated Funds” are from funds within 
current unrestricted funds unless otherwise indicated. 


All funds, other than plant funds and those specifically appropriated 
herein, may be spent and are appropriated contingent upon 
approval by the board of regents by July 1 of each year of a com- 
prehensive program budget containing a detail of revenues and 
expenditures and anticipated fund balances of current funds, loan 
funds, and endowment funds. All movement of funds between the 
current unrestricted subfund and the designated subfund accounting 
entities shall be clearly identified in the state budgeting and 
accounting system. 


Programs for the university budgets include instruction, organized 
research, public service, academic support, student services, institu- 
tional support, and operation and maintenance of plant. 


Included within other appropriated funds to the six institutions is 
the sum of $12,488,450 in fiscal year 1982 and $13,579,452 in fiscal 
year 1983 from revenues generated under the provisions of House 
Bill 191, 46th legislature. 


The amounts shown for critical area faculty salary adjustments are 
appropriated to the colleges and universities contingent upon 
approval by the board of regents of a salary distribution plan or 
negotiated agreement for each campus. It is the legislature’s intent 
that the critical area faculty salary adjustment funds be expended 
in those academic disciplines where difficulty is experienced recruit- 
ing or retaining faculty due to external market conditions.

making the placement resides:: 


(a) a notice of parental placement; and

(2) The notice of parental placement and the relinquishment shall 
be filed prior to a parent’s placement of the child with a person who 
intends to adopt the child.

(3) Upon receipt of a notice of parental placement and a 
relinquishment, the court shall require that the department examine 
the child and conduct interviews with the birth parents and pros- 
pective adoptive parents and report to the court within 30 days but 
not earlier than 5 days after the birth of the child. The report must 
state whether the following requirements for placement have been 
met: 


(a) that the decision to place was voluntarily made by the birth 
parents; 
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(b) that the department has no temporary authority to investigate 
or provide protective services to the family under 41-3-402; 


(c) that the birth parents, the prospective adoptive parents, and 
their representatives have agreed in writing to provide the court 
with sworn affidavits containing itemized statements of all fees 
charged or to be charged, expenses incurred or to be incurred, and 
payments received or to be received in connection with the proposed 
adoptive placement; 


(d) that the prospective adoptive parents have been provided a 
medical and social history of the child and birth parents; and 


(e) that the proposed placement is in the child’s best interest.

and the relinquishment, the court shall schedule a hearing to con- 


sider the proposed placement. 


(5) (a) At least 5 days’ notice of the time and place of the hearing 
must be given to the birth parents, the prospective adoptive parents, 
any named guardian ad litem, and the agency or person who con- 
ducted the investigation under subsection (3).

HOUSE BILL 13 (1st SS) 
House Local Government Committee 


A statement of intent is necessary for this bill because section 2 grants 
rulemaking authority to the department of social and rehabilitation 
services. 


The department is to make rules defining reasonable and necessary 
expenses of a county poor fund. both for the purposes of expenditures prior 
to the time a county qualifies for a state matching grant-in-aid and for 
defining reasonable and necessary expenditures that the state shall partici- 
pate in. The rules are expected to be guidelines that adequately forewarn 
counties as to the expenses that they can reasonably expect to be recog- 
nized by the state, yet not restrict a county’s ability to locally operate its 
assistance program except insofar as a legitimate state interest is involved 
because of state financial participation. 
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The department may also adopt guidelines for state approval of work 
programs. It is preferred that the department will establish minimum and 
perhaps maximum standards allowing a county latitude in formulating a 
meaningful work program based upon its caseload and geographical loca- 
tion. The county plan adopted with these guidelines would then be subject 
to department approval. 


Because of the uniqueness of this act the department may adopt rules 
governing the administration of the state matching grant-in-aid. Such mat- 
ters as county reporting, methods of application, manner or actual funds 
advancement or reimbursement, and other matters which if properly 
addressed by rule will prevent repetitious ad-hoc decisions relating to dif- 
ferent counties and, within the bounds of law, to provide simple and eco- 
nomical administration of the state matching grant-in-aid and to 
encourage county work programs.

Yesterday a representative from HRDC came to the Senior Citizens Din- 
ner program big Thanksgiving Dinner and handed out the enclosed cards 
to be signed so HRDC could send them in. They had called and received 
permission to speak briefly to inform the Seniors of the Project Energy 
Care program (through which they could receive assistance on utility bills 
in a grant to Mexican American Business Association), but had not cleared 
for this lobbying action. 


I protest this, for I feel it is demeaning to Senior Citizens to be herded 
into mass action they do not understand. I also hope you as legislators will 
not allow this tactic to demean you, for you to put credence in any mass 
mailing of this kind. 


The Yellowstone County Council on Aging ate here yesterday also before 
their monthly board meeting. They also had negative reactions to this 
manipulative tactic. As oversee-ers of the Senior Dinner program, they do 
not want this kind of political using of the program to ever happen again. 


Please decide your vote on these issues on what you feel are the merits 
in each case. These are complicated issues that you weigh, and struggle 
toward the workable best solutions. I do not have easy answers, either. But 
I am deeply offended when those who are charged with “serving” people 
in need seem to be more interested in serving their own interests and con- 
tinuity.

Dear Senator Turnage and Representative Marks: 


In exercising the constitutional powers granted me as Governor by Arti- 
cle VI, Section 10(5) of the Constitution of the State of Montana, I hereby 
veto the following items in House Bill Number 2, “AN ACT TO AMEND 
HOUSE BILL NUMBER 500, LAWS OF 1981, TO APPROPRIATE 
MONEY TO VARIOUS STATE AGENCIES FOR THE BIENNIUM 
ENDING JUNE 30, 1988; AND PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE EFFEC- 
tthe eee for the reasons stated herein and approve the remainder of 
the bill. 


1. Page 2, lines 23 and 24 of Reference Copy 
Following: ‘that act” 
Strike: “OR ANY BLOCK GRANT AS DEFINED BY AN ACT OF 


CONGRESS ENACTED SUBSEQUENT TO APRIL 1, 1981” 


2. Page 5, lines 1-8 of Reference Copy 

Following: “agency.” 

Strike: “Any federal funds received by or allocated to the State of 
Montana prior to January 3, 1983, as a block grant as defined by 
an act of congress enacted subsequent to November 15, 1981, and 
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specifically designated as a block grant shall require a special 
session of the legislature for appropriation by the legislature prior to 
distribution of these funds among agencies and programs.” 


The language I have vetoed would require another special session of the 
Legislature if there were increases in federal funds for existing block 
grants, or if new block grants were authorized in fiscal year 1983. Any new 
block grants established by the Congress will not be effective until the fed- 
eral fiscal year beginning October 1, 1982. With this restrictive language 
removed from House Bill No. 2, state government can operate until Janu- 
ary 1983 without the cost of additional special sessions.
